French Premier, Felix Gaillard reportedly told 
Cabinet Ministers tonight that he would hand 
in his resignation if the Conservative Inde- 
pendent and Peasant Parties withdrew their 
ministers from his Government. 


The Premier's declslori was 
made known after a minis- 
forla] meeting at which the 
‘Premier discussed the new 
threat to his coalition Govern- 
ment with five of his ministers. 

The Latest political storm 
polled up suddenly less than 
24 hours afler Gaillard had 
won a vote of confience in the 
Nauonal Assembly.

But they were quietly 
dispersed by some 100 
Ppalicemen, part of more 
than 1,000 heavily armed 
rlot pollce who surroundod 
the area whon warning of 
the demonstration was re- 
celved.—United Prose.

New York, Mar. 19. 

One of tho worst fires in 
New York City history 
swept a five-storey gar- 
ment industry building 
today, touching off a 
sereaming panic. Hysterl- 
cal workerg jumped four 
storeys to the street and 
more than a score were 
burned to death, 


Twenty-three bodies had been 
carried from the still-smoulder- 
ing building more than four 
hours after the | fire broke cut. 
They Included 18 women and 
five men. Many were burned 
beyond recognition, 


Thirteen injured were taken 
to Bellevue Hospital, some in 
critical condition, 


Miraculously 


The dend and injured in- 
cluded white, negro and Puerto 
Jucan employees of the SGS 
Textile Company—on the third 
Noor where the fire started— 
and the Monarch Underwear 
Company on the floor above, 


Two persons survived < the 
inferno almost miraculously. 
They leapt into metal storage 
boxes to flee the flames, The 
boxes were kept cool by the 
torrents of water poured into 
the building by the hoses of the 
160 firemen who rushed to the 
scene, : 


The fire claimed more lives 
than any blaze to strike New 
York City In 12 years, A total 
of 37 persons were Killed In 
1946 wher the Knickerbocker 
{eo plant and nearby tenements 
burned, 

Workers caught at their 
benches by the fire fought furi- 
ously to escape through blilnd- 
ing «smoke and flames. Three 
persons leaped screaming to the 
strcet before firemen had a 
chance to put up thelr nets, One 
woman tried to jump into a net, 
missed and landed on a would- 
be rescucr’s head, jujuring him 
critically. : 


Found Bodies 


When firemen finally were 

able to enter the building, two 
hours aftet the blaze broke out, 
the: found bodies huddied 
under work benches in the 
underwear factory and heaped 
by a doorway, where the vic~ 
ims apparently were caught 
as they grouped and clawed 
thelr way in frantic efforts to 
escape, 
The tragedy began with an ex- 
plosion and a whoosh of fame 
when a man Identified only as 
R. Swanson, 42, co-owner of 
SGS textile, opened the door to 
ao textile curing oven and 
touched a Ilghted match to the 
gas jct. : ‘ 

A jet of flame shot from_ the 
oven into the textile firm, where 
Swanson, his sister, Ellen 
Rogers, and another person were 
working. 

Tho * flames spread rapidly, 
rooting ‘through the _ brictc 
bulldlng sitting squatly between 
two. tall office structures, 

Within’ moments, the fire had 
roared to ‘the fourth floor 
whero some 30 Monarch workers 
were at work,—Unilted Press,

retaken by the rebels,

ANOTHER CLASH 


The Djakarta radio quoted 
the press officer of the North 
Sumatra military disirict as re- 
porting another clash at’ Siribu 
Dolo}, and Gunung Muria, both 
south of Medan. 

He sald a number of rebel 
troops under Major W. F. 
Nainggolan, who led tho 
atiempted Medan coup, had sur- 
rendered. He did not give any 
casualty figures. 

The Government charged: that 
Major Nainggolan had given 
money to rebel troops to pre- 
vent them from joining the 
Central Government forces. It 
ajso sald he had mounted 
machineguns at the head of his 
column to prevent the men from 
fleeing. This column apparently 
was the same one which the Air 
Force said was strafed with a 
heavy loss of life-——Uniled Press.

Reports from Taiwnn sald 
thet the trade accord between 
Peking and Tokyo had raised a 
storm in the Talwan parilament, 
and that ao resolution was 
adopted urging that — strong 
action be taken “to protect our 
country's rights and Interests”, 

he reports also eald that Chow 
Hul-ho, influential former chnir- 
man of’ the Foreign , Relatlons 
Committee, accused the 
Nationalist Government of using 
a “too soft’ polley towards 
Japan. “I always believed that 
Japan was a country you could 
not trust,” he was quoted as 
saying, 

Personal protests. from Chiang 
Kai-shek also were delivered 
through the Nationallst Chinese 
ambassador to Prime Minister 
Hdshi, ond . Foreign . Minister 
Fujlyamo, They moved to, 
smooth things out by explaining 
that the trade agreement Is 
strictly “unofficial” and has 
nothing to do with recognition 
of the Communist regime. The 
Prime Minister aleo planned to 
write Chiang a personal lotter, 
secking hig understanding and 
urging that the suspended trade 
talks be resumed. 

Meanwhile, word waa fe-

Akagi, accompanied by 
Agriculture - Forestry Vice -

fishing concerns, Js scheduled to 
leave for Moscow on March 18, 
He stated he hopes to settle the 
fisherles issue by April 10. Full 
authority has been given him 
and, in nddition, he will bear a 
letter from Prime Minister 
Kishi to Sovict leaders.
